Parent’s don’t matter 


He placed no importance on the Com- 
mittee’s decision that it was wrong for boys 
to be approached by officers in the absence 
of their parents. 


“Both parents and boys,” he declared, 
“have a duty to perform. Boys cannot 
avoid National Service unless they are con- 
scientious objectors.” 


Committee members suggested there 
would be more response—and it would be to 
the better interests of the cadet units—if 
attendance of classes was volun€ary and out 
of school hours. 


“The more you try to make a_ thing 
compulsory,” they agreed, “the more 
parents will react against it.” 


Ore member, who for many years had 
commanded a cadet battalion, said he did 
not believe cadet training would save more 
than a week or so of conscription time, 
and saw no reason why a cadet should 
make a better soldier than a scout- 

He proposed that school leavers be given 
a youth organisations guide to take home 
and discuss with their parents. 

The most outspoken comment came from 
Mr. E. F. Andrews, who feared the pro- 
posed scheme would necessitate a reduction 
in time given to important technical 
subjects. 

Time wasted in Forces 

“If their time is to be wasted in the 
Forces, he declared, “there is no reason 
why it should be wasted before. 


“T support the Committee and I think it 


is a pity the Mayor did not recommend the 
same attitude... to give an_ unbiased 
decision.” 

After much further discussion, during 
which the mother of a conscript defended 
the scheme because “she knew what differ- 
ence a little help before could make to 
them,” the Committee made one amendment 
to their resolution. 


The resolution now reads: “... be not 
granted, but advise the best interests of the 
cadet units will be served by commanding 
officers speaking to meetings of parents and 
boys out of school hours.”

Minister dispenses 
HE World Pacifist Meeting was 


with armed guard 


opened at Santiniketan, India, on 


December 1 by Dr. K. N. Katju, Governor of West Bengal. It is 
attended by delegates from 89 countries. 

Its aim is to bring together pacifists from all parts of the world 
to discuss how to make their non-violent witness more effective. 


The first Session will continue in 
Santiniketan until Dec. 8. It is 
divided into three committees: the 
Steering Committee on the life and 
teachings of Mahatma Gandhi, the 
committee on devotional prayers and 
the committee on publicity. 

After the first session the delegates will 
visit various places of historical and cui- 
tural interest and centres of consiiuctive 
work in India, and_will meet at Gandhi’s 
home at Sevagram, Central Provinces, again 
for the second session from Dec. 24 to 31. 


The programme of the first session in- 
cludes worship every morning and evening. 


‘The morning worship consists of silence for 


a few minutes, ending with a prayer from 
one of the faiths. The evening meeting con- 
sists of songs and readings from the scrip- 
tures in original languages, followed by 
periods of silence and of music. 


Among the countries represented are 
Afghanistan, S. and W. Africa, Belgium, 
Burma, Canada, Ceylon, Czechoslovakia, 
Denmark, Eire, Egypt, Finland, France, 
Germany, Holland, Japan, Malaya, Mexico, 
New Zealand, Norway, Persia, the Philli- 
pines, Siam, Sweden, Switzerland, USA and 
United Kingdom. 


The Indian delegation consists of 25 mem- 
bers, mostly close associates of Gandhi, and 
representatives of prominent social, cultural 
and religious organisations. The President 
of the Indian Constituent Assembly, Dr. 
Rajendra Prasad, is the President of the 
organising committee of the Conference. 
He is also Vice-president of the War 
Resisters’ International, 


“A place of pilgrimage ” 


In a message to the Conference, Sri C. 
Rajagopalachari, Governor-General of 
India, said: 

“War and the fear of war, which is 
more expensive than war itself, have been 
holding up the progress of humanity. 
India is maintaining her military forces up 
to the measure of her capacity. She can- 
not claim to be a nation pledged to pacifism 
without being guilty of hypocrisy. 

“ All the same ... Mahatmaii’s leadership 
has made India a place of pilgrimage for 
lovers of peace and haters of war all over 
the world. May the efforts of this interna- 
tional gathering be blessed by the 
Almighty.”

In his inaugural address, Dr. Katju said

and non-violence from the domain of the 
private life of the individual to the life of 
the community. 


“Gandhi taught us in India the 
supreme need of fearlessness,” he said. 
“Today the whole world seems to be 
enveloped in fear. Out of the sense of 
insecurity comes anxiety for preparations 
of defence against aggression, and de- 
fence means defence by violence, 


“When the whole world was involved in 
a conflagration Gandhi stood by his prin- 
ciples, imperturbable and unyielding. When 
he died a martyr’s death the whole world 
was shocked, because common men and 
women in every country felt the passing of 
one who, by his sheer moral grandeur, 
seemed to stand between them and disaster.” 


Positive resistance 


Opening the second day’s session, 
Horace Alexander, chairman of the Or- 
ganising Committee, read a number of 
greetings, and the conference sent messages 
to imprisoned pacifists all over the world. 


A discussion was then opened on “The 
Significance of Gandhi’s Life and Work,’ 
Kaka Kalelka, who described Gandhi’s work 
and message, and: Richard Gregg, who dealt 
specially with non-violence, led the discus- 
sion. 

A lively. contribution was made by 
Acharya J. B. Kripalani, who said that fear, 
rather than violence, was the greatest evil. 


Non-violence was rooted neither in fear 
nor sentimentality, but was a positive 
and revolutionary form of resisting evil. 


Gandhi, he continued, regarded life as 
one who made no distinction between in- 
dividual and collective life or between the 
material and the spiritual. He wanted to 
spiritualise life, and that meant observance 
of moral law and the right relation of 
means to ends. 


Gandhi was a genius, he said, and he 
warned delegates not to try and copy him, 
because genius was often above logic. The 
most we could do was to try to live in his 
spirit and apply his sense of urgency to our 
own problems. 


The guard wasn’t wanted 


An interesting question arose upon the 
announcement that Mr. Nehru hoped to 
attend the conference. It was-——the appro- 
priateness of the military guard, which 
normally attends a statesman, visiting a 
pacifist conference- 


Upon this, Rajkumari Amrit Kaur, Indian 
Minister of Health, who was one of the 
delegates, told the conference that she her- 
self had dispensed with the protection of 
the guard at Santiniketan. Her statement 
was warmly applauded. 


Pacifism in all lands 


The third day’s meeting was devoted to 
the purpose of building up a picture of the 
problems which pacifists have faced in 
countries outside India and the achievement 
of the non-violent method in those lands. 


The session took up three Aspects in turn, 
namely, the position and contribution of the 
pacifist in democratically governed coun- 
tries: under the dictatorships; and in 
countries invaded by foreign aggressors. 


The first was introduced by A. J. Muste 
(USA), the second by Heinz Kraschutzki 
(Germany) and T. W. Kora (Japan) and 
the third by Diderich Lund (Norway) and 
Beanson Tseng (China). 


We hope to give some report of these 
discussions next week.

Who’s negative? 
E remark elsewhere on this 
page upon the half-hearted- 
ness.of current propaganda for De- 
fence. We will give two examples 
of it here. One is again from the 
same issue of The Observer which 
provides such a good example of 
militaristic gloom and despondency. 
It is a special article entitled ‘A 
New Air Weapon,” by General Sir 
Frederick Pile. 


It appears that the latest absolute 
necessity, without which our civilisa- 
tion may cease to exist, is the rocket. 

We should, of course, add here the 
qualifying clause—‘“at the moment 
of going to Press.” That lets us out, 
should another invention turn up be- 
tween now and Friday. 


At the moment, then, the rocket 
is What We Simply Must Have. 


But shall we be happy when:we’ve 
got it? Not at all. Up to the 
moment (repeat that) the rocket 
goes faster than any vehicle that 
could carry an atom bomb and could 
therefore bring it down. And the 
writer assures us, on ‘very high 
authority ” that an a-bomb could not 
be fitted to a rocket. 


But he is not quite sure, so he adds 
these comforting words: “ Even were 
it possible we should not despair.” 
Why not? Because “there is no 
reason why a similar rocket should 
not be able to engage it and destroy 
it.’ What—all of them? Well, at 
least a “high percentage.” 


Estimates of our safety, therefore, 
depend on two factors: What is 
meant by a “high” percentage, and 
cf puhat total would that percentage 

e? 

That is important. For scientists 
assure us that it only requires a few 
a-bombs—some say 50, some less—to 
render this country non-functionable. 
But unfortunately these factors are 
unknown. 


So we are to go on indefinitely 


pouring out resources on production | 


and research in order to obtain some- 
thing which there is no reason to 
believe will save us from destruction. 
That is Security . 

Typical of the same spirit was the 
Home Secretary’s speech on Civil 
Defence last Monday, 

In a pathetic attempt to suggest 
that the effects of atom bombs were 


not so much worse than those of | 


ordinary bombs, he made the fatal 
mistake of trying to draw compari- 
sons between the damage done on 
Germany by high explosives and that 
resulting from the atom bomb on 
Hiroshima. 


Apparently he forgot the very im- 
portant fact that, on _ scientific 
duthority, the Hiroshima bomb was 
a mere infantile beginner and they 
are now making them hundreds of 
times more devastating. 


And he ignored the other impor- 
tant fact that in future it would not 
be a choice between two kinds of 
bomb, for there would be both. 


There is something almost patho- 
logical] about this defeatism of the 
militarists. These people are not 
even trying to argue. They seem to 
have abandoned themselves to a sort 
of suicidal ecstasy. Freud has a 


word for it. 


We "pacifists often charge each 
other with being too negative. Let 
us take heart. We have only to hear 
these advocates of violence talk to 
realise what Acharya Kripalari, at 
Santiniketan, meant when he called 
non-violence “positive and revolu- 
tionary.”

Q If everyone had been a 

conscientious objector, what 
would have happened to Britain in 
1939? 


A The question is hypothetical because 
= the decision to become a conscientious 
objector would not be a mass decision taken 
at the moment of threatened invasion; it is 
not primarily a way of repelling invasion, 
but a moral and personal choice which may 
be arrived at only after many months or 
years of thought and study. 


Implicit in the question also is the belief 
that total disarmament, which would be the 
logical outcome of total conscientious ob- 
jection would mean certain invasion by the 
enemy. The conscientious objector does not 
deny this possibility, but it is not quite so 
simple as that. 


If this country had been pacifist and 
totally disarmed, there would have been no 
military defence against an invader it is 
true, but it is also true that if a country 
has no armaments its leaders cannot join in 
the game of power politics at all, for 
manoeuvring for power in the international 
field depends for its success upon military 
strength. 


: A revolutionary idea 


To refuse to fight a war is an entirely 
new and completely revolutionary idea, and 
might very easily have a totally different 
outcome from the common belief that great 
powers are only beld back from invading 
each other’s territories by the existence of 
great armed forces. 


In 1939 the way of re-arming, bargaining 
with pacts and treaties, reached its in- 
evitable conclusion—war. Wars have 
always ied on to other wars. Hitler and his 
totalitarianism was the direct result of a 
victorious war, not the result of pacifism. 


Had the pacifist way been tried, a war- 
weary world might have turned from the 
old way to the new wav with the courage 
and strength which comes from following a 
principle instead of a doubtful expedient.

First of all the occupation, if it came at all, 
would be without war, for a war must have 
two or more combatants. The possible 
man-power of an occupying army would be 
conditioned by its commitments elsewhere, 
but it is highly unlikely that it could be more 
than a mere fraction of the population of 
the invaded country. Its strength must 
needs lie, therefore, in its use of violence, 


and violence i8 ultimately ineffective 
against non-violence. 
It would be impossible for a foreign 


government, or for that matter any govern- 
ment, to rule without the co-operation of 
the citizens; ordinary social services such as 
transport, coal, light, telephone, heat, and 
postal facilities would be at a_ standstill 
without civilian man-power. They could 
not be undertaken for any length of time, 
and certainly not adequately, by a foreign 
army untrained in such matters and limited 
by language difficulties. 


Non-violent resistance by refusal to 
co-operate needs great courage, arduous 
training, and complete unity; it means a 
readiness to sacrifice one’s life’ if 
necessary. *

A letter urging the recognition of conscientious objection in Italy has been sent 
to the Italian President, M. Luigi Einaudi, by the French section of the War Resisters 


International, the Ligue d’Action Pacifiste. 


Atter reminding the President of the case of Pietro Pinna, the Italian CO who 
is facing a term ot eight month’s imprisonment for refusing to undertake military 
service, the letter, signed by Bernard Salnton, secretary of the LAP continues: 


We have excellent reasons for believing 
that this problem of the freedom of con- 


| science has actually never yet been put 


forward in Italy since the fall of Fascism 
That is why we are allowing ourselves this 
intervention, with the hope that it will have 
your benevolent attention. , 


There is in existence a humane law, a 
law which is fundamental in religions and 
philosophies; this law says ‘Thou shalt not 
kill’; this law represented the teachings of 
all apostles of Non-Violence: Jesus, Tolstoy,

The very fact that you imprison these 
conscientious objectors proves that the men 
who declare themselves to be such, are not 
cowardly.

FRENCH CO ‘FORCED 


IN TO UNIFORM 


PPREE more names of French conscien- 
tious objectors awaiting trial have been 

sent to Peace News by the Cartel Inter- 

national de la Paix, Paris. They are: 


Charles Meyer, of 2e Eseadron du 3e Regi- 
ment de Hussards, refused to put on 
military uniform or to take part in mili- 
tary training. He is a Jehovah’s Witness, 
and carried a Bible from which he read 
quotations, and in which he had marked 
those passages which explained his atti- 
tude. 

In spite of the fact that he was forced 
to put on uniform and all civilian cloth- 
ing removed, Charles Meyer nevertheless 
maintained his attitude, and is to appear 
shortly before the military tribunal at 
tennes. 


Marcel Fredouelle who was classed for 
auxiliary service with the Air Force 
stationed in Germany having poor health 
owing to ear trouble. He refused, how- 
ever, to report for duty or to put on 
military uniform. 

A Protestant of the Region of Nante, 
and the son of a widow with four children, 
Marcel Fredouelle is awaiting trial before 
the Military Tribunal at Metz. 


Robert Lepretre, aged 27 years, and be- 
longing to the 1942 class, since demo- 
bilised from active service, was living 
at Poissy with his wife and adopted child. 
Of Catholic origin, he told the authorities 
he would refuse future calling-up papers, 
stating that he was unwilling either to 
kill, or to assist with killing. He was 
arrested on Nov. 10, and is at present in 
the Prison du Cherche-Midi, in the next 
cell to Jean Bernard Moreau, awaiting 
trial before the Military Tribunal at 
Paris.

We believe it to be our right to put this 
question before your high authority. The 
condemnation of Pietro Pinna creates an 
awkward precedent in the life of your 
young democracy; there is the risk that in- 
ternational opinion will be deceived into 
thinking that perhaps there is not true 
liberty in Italy, and that Fascism is not 
completely annihilated. The right of a man 
to refrain from killing cannot be denied, 
above all when the man in question, Pietro 
Pinna proposes to give his services in the 
cause of humanity. 


Do not believe, your Excellency, that this 
represents an unwarrantable interference 
in the internal affairs of your country, but 
we have a perfect right, as free men to take 
up the defence of other free men, without 
consideration for frontiers. 


That is why we hope you will see your 
way to understanding the reasons which 
have made us take this step, and which will 
cause us to agitate until a law is passed 
in favour of conscientious objectors in your 
country, as in most other democratic coun- 
tries. In waiting the passing of such a law, 


we ask for the instant release of Pietro 
Pinna, and that he should be granted the | 
right to follow his beliefs in working for a 
civilian service. 


GERMAN PEACE CAMP 
HEALS OLD WOUNDS 
EN 1948, fifteen young Germans spent 
~ several months in Denmark at the in- 
vitation of the “ University Committee for 
the Re-establishment of Cultural Relations 
between Denmark and Germany.” On his 
return to Germany one of them, Harald 
Behrend, began his studies at the Peda- 


gogical High School in Celle, which is a 
teacher training establishment. 


At his instigation, 14 young Danes, also 
training to become teachers, this year 
joined a similar party of students from the 
High School at a camp in the Harz Moun- 
tains. Though the camp only Jasted a 
short time intimate personal contacts were 
established between the future teachers of 
Denmark and Germany. It was felt that 
the value of such relations to the cause of 
international understanding could not be 
over-estimated.

A PEACE-MAKING FACTOR 


PN Correspondent 


THERE is a widespread desire for peace 
throughout the world, said John V. 
Trivett, reviewing the report of the Ameri- 
can Friends Service Council on American- 
Russian relations at the Bristol 
Group of the Peace Pledge Union on 
Nov. 30. 


Both America and Russia feared domi- 
nation by the other. Yet there was no evi- 
dence that Russia was preparing for or 
wanted war and although America budgeted 
15 billion dollars for defence there was no 
popular support in the USA for a war of 
aggression. Nevertheless it had to be ad- 
mitted that preponderance of atomic power 
was less effective for defence. 


It was fear which clouded the judg- 
ments of both Russia and America. 


USA and UN 2 


Recommendations which the report in- 
cluded were increased trade with Russia 
(which it was claimed would be a_ peace- 
making factor not only because of goods ex- 
changed but because of personal contacts 
made) and the seeking of issues on which 
agreement between the two powers might be 
reached. 

It was also advised that America should 
renew her faith in the United Nations while, 
for increased security, atomic energy should 


| be put under the seal of the United Nations 


and not allowed to remain in national 


ownership. 


There was some discussion towards the 
close of the well-attended meeting as t») 
whether contemporary national and military 
leaders were sincere in their attitude re- 
garding the avoidance of another war.

Tory retuses to join 
Peace Brains Trust 


BECAUSE a “Way to Peace” brains 

trust was not allicd with a recruiting 
appeal for the Territorial Army, a Con- 
servative member refused to take part 
when the meeting was held recently at 
Colchester Town Hall. Nearly every other 
shade of political opinion was represented- 

“That condition,” declared Dr. K. D. 
Kershaw, question-master, ‘“ was unaccep- 
table as there are pacifists and Quakers on 
the Peace Council. 


“The member’s dissension is unfortunate, 
perhaps undemocratic, and, to use a word 
used little nowadays, ‘un-English,’” he 
added. 


The “brains” were Mr. F. J. Parsley 
(Independent), Mr. Harry Loshak (Com- 
munist), Mr. David Goldblatt (prospective 
Liberal candidate) and Captain Charles 
Smith (Labour M.P. for Colchester). 


“Russia has slave camps and_ secret 
police,” the trust was told; ‘tis it considered 
there is a genuine chance for the demo- 
eracies ever to reach a peaceful understand- 
ing with the Soviet Union ?” It was des- 
cribed as the “crucial question ‘of the 
evening.” 

Admitting it was a “very touchy world,” 
Mr. Goldblatt believed peace could be ob- 
tained between two countries of widely 
differing ideological ideas. 

This was developed by Captain Smith, 
who told how Britain and Russia—countries 
of conflicting political views—had united 
against a common enemy. 


Mr. Parsley thought the question very 
much a political one, and that peace could 
only come with a great Christian effort. 

Mr. Loshak declared: “There are no 
slave camps in Russia, only the most ad- 
vanced corrective training camps in_ the 
world.”
